(Rudolf Pfeiffer, 
History of Classical Scholarship, 1300-1850, page 101). “After the publication of De Asse, Bude was celebrated as the principal French humanist, equal to 
Erasmus, or indeed superior. ’ ( Contemporaries of Erasmus, 1985, Volume I, pages 214-215). Bude’s work was immensely popular until well into the seven¬ 
teenth century. Clain-Stefanelli, in Numismatics—An Ancient Science, notes sixteen subsequent editions by 1550 and Richard Cooper, in Collectors of Coins 
and Numismatic Scholarship in Early Renaissance France, records ten Latin editions between 1514and 1551 and fifteen abridged editions in French from 1522

In this work, which it is no exaggeration to call the philological masterpiece of the early Cinquecento, Bude succeeded far better than any of his 
humanist predecessors in establishing the exact meanings of the monetary terminology of Greek and Roman antiquity, as well as the correct value not only of 
Roman, but also of Greek coins in relation to those of his own time...After Bude no great contribution to ancient numismatics appeared for some time.” 
(Roberto Weiss, The Study of Ancient Numismatics, 1968 Numismatic Chronicle, pages 184-185). The work was dedicated to Jean Grolier, Treasurer of France 
and a famous early bibliophile. This handsome 1524 folio is quite scarce, going unrecorded in Lipsius.

The series of woodcut medallions of Roman and Holy Roman Emperors from Julius Caesar to Ferdinand I, with their ornate 
borders, were engraved mostly by Hans Weiditz. These attractive woodcuts, in white on a black ground, are quite similar in appearance to those found in the first 
illustrated numismatic book, Fulvio’s 1517 Illustrium imagines.

The 
first edition of Goltzius’ work on the early fasti of Rome, and only the second book to be printed at his private press. It was the earliest substantial work to 
organize the documentation for the early fasti of Rome. A noted Belgian scholar and engraver, Hubert Goltz (1526-1583), was also a painter and numismatist, 
largely taught in the arts by his father Rudiger, himself a painter. He was a major influence in the early evolution of numismatics and his series of folio works on 
ancient Roman and Greek coins remained standard references for two centuries. Dekesel notes, in Hubertus Goltzius, The Father of Ancient Numismatics, 1988, 
that “he was granted an official Roman citizenship on May 7th 1567” for this work, his third, on Roman feasts. His first work, leones Imperatorum, was 
published in 1557 at age 21. He subsequently traveled through Germany, France and Italy, examining collections of antiquities to advance his research. Upon his 
return to Bruges in 1560 he sought to publish the great wealth of material he had accumulated. Accordingly, he set up a printing press in his home and supervised 
the execution of the numerous prints that were to accompany his works, often engraving the plates himself. The work at hand is rarely offered.

The party left in October 1674, and their first adventure took place before they had 
even left France. At Marseille they were alarmed by the near approach of a ‘Turkish’ corsair. Fearing slavery, and mindful of the possible need to buy his 
freedom, Vaillant immediately swallowed the collection of twenty ancient gold coins he was carrying. The corsair departed, however, without molesting 
anyone, and an urgent consultation of doctors followed, as to the best way to retrieve the coins. Opinion being divided between an emetic and a purgative, poor 
Vaillant was left to recover his coins at the rate nature herself permitted—which he duly accomplished, afterwards selling them to his friend Dufour from Lyon. 
Such were the incidental privations of the learned travellers.”

It was Gibbs’ fervent wish that his unparalleled 
collection “be kept intact and displayed in such a way as to make it available to the public and to student (sic) who might be interested.” Included with the 
inventory is Gibbs’ carbon copy of a 6 page letter written in 1947 to Paul Mellon and the A. W. Mellon Educational Trust. In it, Gibbs proposes: “What I would 
love to have done is simply this. Have set up an endowment fund sufficient to cover the expense of properly displaying the collection. Employe (sic) my services 
at the equivalent of my present earnings, permit me to spend the necessary time to get the entire collection arranged in geographical and chronological order; 
permit me to carefully catalogue the entire collection in proper order and to evaluate it; upon the completion of such cataloguing which I believe would take two 
to three years, and then have the appraisals checked by competent experts; make payable to my estate over a period of years ONE HALF the value of the 
collection.” Receiving no encouragement from Mellon, Gibbs apparently prepared the inventory offered here in the intervening years. Preceded by “The Story 
of the Gibbs Collection,” it is arranged in geographical and chronological order with valuations. The printed illustrations are derived from a myriad of sources, 
from reference works to comic strips, and also includes many'excellent original photographs, several in color. Rubbings are also occasionally present as are 
handwritten listings, additions, etc. Gibbs was an inveterate and indefatigable collector. In his introduction he notes: “A few people are bom to be collectors. I 
guess I was one of them because I cannot remember a time when I wasn’t collecting Indian relics, minerals or what have you. However, at the age of seven all 
other things became secondary and my hobby has been ‘coins and those things which have been used as money.’” He further notes: “To dispose of my collection 
would be very simple. All that is necessary is to place it in the hands of a reputible (sic) dealer and have it sold at auction BUT after spending fifty years in the 
study and search in building up this unique collection I have been told time after time by many friends that it should be kept intact and displayed in such a way 
as to make it available to the public and to student (sic) who might be interested.” Gibbs’ efforts to institutionalize his collection failed and large portions of it 
were sold shortly after his death in a series of early 1970’s Hans Schulman sales. Fortunately his unique inventory, offered here, has survived.

A fascinating archive, amply demonstrating Walter Breen’s immense numismatic knowledge and penchant for hyperbole. In the original draft present here he 
writes: “During the period 1956-58, a group of approximately forty gold ingots and fragments came to light from a source not known to have been connected 
with the numismatic profession... These gold ingots attracted little numismatic attention except among a few specialists prior to 1965, when one was pictured in 
the Encyclopedia Britannica.. .However, following on another controversy involving the man who distributed many of these ingots, they were condemned.. .as 
forgeries, without... having (been) given... any detailed study, and on grounds which now appear to have been grossly insufficient. The purpose of the present 
study is to reopen the question of their genuineness or falsity, especially as in recent years this has been central to allegations made against their distributor.” A 
long and detailed examination follows, in which he stresses “that the identities of previous owners are in no way evidential as to either genuineness or falsity of 
any numismatic items. This needs to be reemphasized owing to remarks.. .that such items must be judged by (among other things) ‘the company they keep.’ 
Without indulging in personalities, one may still recall that another term for that is ‘guilt by association,’ a concept which has no force in law but which was used 
to devastating effect during the 1950’s by the unlamented Senator Joseph R. McCarthy...” The second report, Draft V, appears to have been the last issued by 
Breen though it reaches no conclusions. It is considerably more detailed, now noting “approximately 45 gold ingots” and accompanied by photocopied photo¬ 
graphs of many specimens. It is not known if the original typescript and photographs have survived. Breen’s “official” cover letter summarizes the current status 
of the report, noting: “It is complete except for the conclusions...Present tentative conclusion: ‘possibly genuine’— but with problems not resoluble until 
certain (named) tests are completed.” A detailed discussion of the proposed tests follows, including examination under a binocular microscope and x-ray 
diffractometry. The second letter is a personal one expressing Breen’s fears, in terms even more graphic (if that is possible) than the comment headlined above, 
should the ingots prove to be fabrications. Still unresolved, the threads of this and related controversies continue to be the subject of spirited debate.

Only the third complete set to come to public sale in the last two decades. Ted Craige’s set was sold in 1983 and, subsequently bound, reappeared in the 
November 17, 1994 Bowers and Merena sale where it sold for $4,620. The set offered here is the better of two formed over a number of years by Frank Van 
Zandt, largely due to the opportunity presented by the de-acquisition of two nearly complete sets from a venerable North American institution. Only a half dozen 
or so sets are currently known in collectors’ hands. The first nine volumes were published bi-monthly but the final volume was issued over a five year period, 
which helps to explain the rarity of complete sets. In United States Numismatic Literature, Volume /, John W. Adams wrote: “Frossard opened his own business 
in 1877 and initiated his own periodical, Numisma. This latter, undoubtedly the most lively publication of its kind, provides us with an intimate glimpse into the 
hobby as it and its personalities then existed. The editor deals out praise to his friends but doesn’t hesitate to flog offending competitors, a list which includes 
Scott, Proskey (he of the India Rubber conscience), Mason, Steigerwalt, Woodward and the Chapmans, among others.” Frossard’s writing are often amusing and 
biting at the same time, and, over a century later Numisma still makes for delightful and instructive reading. The original set offered here is entirely complete 
and, considering its fragile nature, is in excellent overall condition. It may well be, in fact, the finest set extant. It is too early to be certain, but it appears that the 
Bass library does not contain a complete set.

An underrated source of information, Mehl's Numismatic Monthly is especially rich with biographical sketches of turn of the century American numismatists, 
often accompanied by individual or group photographs. Also featured are short monographs on many unusual numismatic topics, including a wealth of data on 
Canadian numismatics. Of Mehl and his Monthly, John Adams wrote: “The career of B. Max Mehl was an impossibility. He had at least three strikes against him: 
1) he was an immigrant Jew in a then-gentile hobby; 2) he was located in Fort Worth, Texas, at a time when 95 percent of the business was done on the East 
Coast, and 3) Lilliputian in stature and colorless in terms of personality, he adopted a business plan that relied on creativity and promotion. Quite obviously, 
Mehl did not realize that he was licked before he started. He just knew that it was a lot more fun to sell coins than to sell shoes. From there, he took it one step 
at a time...in the formative years, what probably made the difference was Mehl’s Numismatic Monthly. Launched in January of 1908, the early volumes,of the 
Monthly are easily the equal of The Numismatist, boasting original articles by such gifted writers as R. W. McLachlan, Edgar Adams, Howland Wood, George 
Blake, Dr. Eugene Courteau, J. W. Haseltine and Frank Stewart.” A virtually unimprovable set of this scarce and surprisingly useful publication, in quietly 
luxurious bindings.

Ex 
William Sumner Appleton, with his printed labels on the front pastedowns of the first six volumes. The final volume, in the rarely encountered special cloth 
binding, is not from the Appleton library. When bound annually by Scott, the wrappers for the twelve monthly issues were discarded and, today, sets are virtually 
never encountered with all of these covers intact. Deemed useless at the time, nowadays they are quite desirable and contain information of considerable 
interest. Featured on their pages are subscription details for the Journal, various lists of coins for sale, notices of upcoming Scott publications, various announce¬ 
ments by the firm, exterior and interior views of the Scott establishment, auction announcements, full page history and for sale listing of the “Confederate Half 
Denar’ (price $1,000), coin cabinet illustrations, etc. An 1880 wrapper notes that: “Owing to the large demand, most of the back numbers have been exhausted 
but a few volumes handsomely bound in gilt cloth can be had at the original price, $1.50 (later raised to $2.00, then to $2.50).” A pencil note in this set indicates 
that it was purchased in the December 14,1946 Barney Bluestone sale, lot 746, for $40.00, likely by the noted upstate New York collector Dr. Kenneth Sartoris. 
We purchased the set in the early 1980s, if memory serves, as part of the Sartoris library which we acquired en bloc from Joseph Kuehnert, and our cost code 
indicates we paid $400. The set was last sold in the September 10,1995 Bowers and Merena sale, bringing (less the volume 13 supplied here by the current 
consignor) $1,650. Scott’s Coin Collector’s Journal is one of the great nineteenth century American numismatic periodicals. While publications like Frossard’s 
Numisma may be more entertaining to read, Scott’s Coin Collector's Journal provides more solid numismatic information on a wide variety of topics than any 
other commercial publication of the day. A very fine and most attractive set of this very scarce journal. It features an illustrious provenance and, even more 
significantly, contains all of the original printed wrappers, generally in pristine condition.

A complete run of the numismatic 
issues. Very rare as such. It was not until over half way through volume II that the publication’s name was changed to include “and Numismatist” and the 
subsequent content reflects this broadened interest. Under the headline “Our New Name,” the publishers wrote that to inquiries “of why it was not a Numismatic 
as well as a Timbrophilic paper, we always answered that two magazines on the former subject were enough. That we were mistaken, our Numismatic friends 
will at once see, for though there are two Magazines published in this country devoted to the collecting of coins, the editor of one is so learned, and the articles 
of the magazine so profound, that it will never be a popular magazine, though it should be read by every collector who takes an interest in his collection. The 
editor of the other has the misfortune to lack what his brother has too much of, viz: that much needed, but seldom found, article, common sense. We have often 
wondered whether the Timbrophilic or the Numismatic articles in its columns were the least correct, but have not been able to solve this problem. Seeing the 
above state of things, we have determined to establish a Magazine that will be popular, or, in other words, one that can be understood by, and teach something 
to, everyone that reads it. To do this, we have enlarged the Mercury, and will hereafter publish indiscriminately the best available articles on stamps and coins.” 
Writings of numismatic interest in subsequent issues include several articles by “Nemo;” proceedings of the New England Numismatic and Archeological 
Society; a report on the “Mackensie” sale; a request from S. S. Crosby: “Being engaged in studying, for the purpose of publication, the varieties of the Colonial 
coinage, I wish to ask (for) impressions in copper or tin foil of any fine or rare specimens.”; an article on Shell-Money by R. E. C. Steams; “The Massachusetts 
Coinage and other articles by H. E. W; continued wicked attacks on Mason & Co.; etc. The inclusion of numismatics apparently did little to increase circulation 
and the publication reverted to philatelic content only after July 1870, undoubtedly much to the satisfaction of Ebenezer Locke Mason. The first two volumes 
were issued in special hardbound editions and examples come to market on occasion. Volume III, however, appears to be quite rare. This is unfortunate, as the 
most interesting numismatic content appears in these issues.

Never issued commercially, Bureau of Engraving and Printing vignette books were usually prepared for presentation to government officials and dignitaries.
